Rep. Collins 
Tabs Trial 

Justice Job 
As Racket’ 


The office of tria] justice was 
termed ‘‘more or less of a racket”’ 
by Rep. J. Everett Collins speak- 
| ing at a Judiciary committee hear 
| ing in Boston Tuesday on his bill 
to abolish this office in Massachu- 
setts, 

Rep. Collins brought out in his 
discussion that there are 10 trial 
justices in the Commonwealth, five 
in Essex county located in And- 
over, North Andover, Saugus, Na- 
hant and Marblehead; two in Middle- 
sex county, at Hopkinton and Hud- 
son; two in Worcester county at 
Barre and Hardwick, and one in 
Hamden county at Ludlow 

Of these 10 trial justices, he 
said, only one, that in Saugus, 
turned in more money to the county 
treasury than was paid in salaries 
and expenses, 

He estimated that it cost the 
state $10,000 to keep the 10 trial 
justices in office, some of whom 
collected their salary without ever
